All unwarrantable Delights have an 
il Farewel, and deftroy thofe that are greater: And 
the main Reafon why we have Reftraints put upon 
ws, is, becaufe an unbounded Liberty would undo 
us, Befides, Pleafure, when it is a Man’s chief Pur- 
pole, difappoints itfelf; and the conftant Applica- 
tion to it palls the Faculty of enjoying it. I believe, 
rally, there is more Fatigue in a Round of circulary 
and continued Pleafures, than in the Profecution of 
BufinefS and Affairs: The Enjoyments we purfued 
ftaler in the Pofleffion, and, when we have run 

eh them, leave us flat and infipid, fpent and 
ove-labour’d. ’Tis a fair Inference therefore from 
‘ hence, (as the Gentleman faid in his Letters) that 
Veafure can only be fo, when purfued with Moderation. 
Astar as Health is kept up, and Melancholy didcharg’d, 
by thefe Amufements, iy may be tolerable enough 
withina Rule. The End therefore of Pleafure is, to 
— Offices of Life, to relieve the Fatigue of 
Ss, and to reward a regular Action. Pleafure 

itd Recreation therefore of one Kind or other, are 
afolutely neceffary to relieve our Minds and Fodies 
from too conftant Attention and Labour. Indeed the 
Ue of Wifdom ftands in tempering our Pleafures. 
There are fome fo rigid, or fv timorous, that they 
avoid all Diverfions, and dare not but abandon 
lawful Delights for fear of offending: Thefe are 
hard Tutors, if not Tyrants to themfelves, whilft 
they pretend a mortified Striftnefs, are injurious to 
ther own Liberty, and to the Liberality of their 
Maker. We fhould Jearn firft, by a juft Survey, to 
know the due and lawful Bounds of Pleafure, and 
then beware either to go beyond a known Boundary, 
or, in the Licence of our Defires, remove it. For 
own Part, I fhould never think the loofe Hours 
ife better employ’d than in the Diverfions of the 
tre; for there are Materials fitted both for Plea- 
and Improvement. Every Scene has, or oughit 

to have, a Moral. Human Life may be inftructed 
fictitious Characters, and we learn to demean 
‘Ourfelves in real A@ions, from feeing how others have 
ttther fucceeded or mifcarried in reprefented ones. 
Inclination in every one is to be left to its Choice. 

0 fhould not therefore abftain from the Appear- 

ances of Mirth and Pleafaniry, for fear of being 
Ought a carnal Man, or a Spendthrift : It is enter- 
tinting wrong Notions of Things, out of a fuper- 
fttious Fear; as if Mirth was made for Reprobates, 
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and Chearfulnefs of Heart denied thofe who are the 
only Perfons that have a proper Title to it. It is not 
the Butinefs of Virtue or Religion to extirpate the 
Affections of the Mind, but regulate them ; they may 
moderate or reftrain, but were not defign’d to toni 
Gladnefs from the Heart of Man, True Religion and 
Virtue contratts the Circle of our Pleafures, but leaves 
it wide enough for her Votaries to expatiate it. The 
Practice of true Religion and Virtue are, in their own 
Natur, fo far from excluding all Gladnefs of Heart, 
that they are perpetual Sources of it. In a Word, the 
true Spirit of Virtue and Religion cleats, as well as 
compofes, the Soul ; it banifhes indeed all Levity of 
Behaviour, all vicious and diffolure Mirth; but in 
Exchange, fills the Mind with perpetual Serenity, 
uninterrupted Chearfulnefs, and an habitual Inclina- 
tion to pleafe others, as well as to be pleas’d in itfeif. 
If Men would live (faida learned Divine) as Reli- 
gion requires they fhould do, the World would be a 
quiet Habitation: And the true Reafon why the So- 
cieties of Men are fo full of Tumult and Ditorder, is, 
becaufe there is fo little true Religion among them. 
So that if it were not for fome imall Remainders cf 
Piety and Virtue, which are yet {catter'd amongtt 
Mankind, Human Society would, in a hort time, 
difband and run into Confufion ; the Earth would 
grow wild and become a great Foreit; and- Men 
would turn Beafts of Prey one towards another. In- 
decent Feuds and Hoftilities have been, of old, the Re- 
proach of Human Kind, fays Juvenal; and Mr, Dryden 
has fome Lines to this Purpote : 


* O wretched Men ! in what a Mitt of Life, 
* Inclos’d with Dangers, and with noify Strife, 
* He {pends his little Span ; and overfeeds 
* Hiscramm’d Defires with more than Nature needs. 
* For Nature wifely- itints our Appetite, 
* And craves no more than undifturb’d Delight ; 
* Which Minds, unmix’d with Cares and Fears obtain, 
* ASoul ferene, a Body void of Pain. 


To conclude this Letter. All our Tafk, Mr. Spefa- 
tor, in this World, is to live fo uprightly as not to 
incur the Reproach of our own Conictence ; to love 
our Neighbour ; ro do Juftice betwixt Manand Man, 
by the fame Meafure and Proportion as we defire it 
fhould be return’d to ourfelves: Thefe are Injunctions 
which will fecure our Happinefs hereafter, and 
can be no Bar to our prefent Enjoyments. We may 
be devout, and not precife; religious, and not au- 
ftere ; may keep up to all the Offices and Commands 
of Obedience impos’d, yet not be reftrain’d from any 
Pleafures innocent or reafonable, So that Religion is 
only a Curb to Tempers of Impiety, a Reftridtion on 
Profanenefs, a Bar to Libertinifm and Infidelity, and 
a ftrong Check to Injuftice and Immoraity. But 
where our Inclinations and our Pleafares are bound- 
ed by Reafon, Honour, and Morality, Religion is a 
choice Companion and Comforter; a Guide and 
Counfellor; a Spur to, and a Seafoner of our Recrea- 
tions ; the Life of our, Society, and Relisi of Soli- 
tude.

After having un- 
loaded two of. thefe Veffels, they £c them on Fire in 
Sight of the Port of Autib-s. Admiral Mathews has 
fent fome Men of War to cruize as far as the Adriatick 
Gulph, even ro Ancona, which hinder the Neapolt 
tans from carrying Provifiuns to the Troops ot that 
Nation.
